A mistake in figuring the tax rate has been 
| discovered this week and although the tax 
rate might have been fifty cents less than 
the $24.20 which it has now been set at, it is 
of || improbable that the Board of Assessors of 
Andover will adjust the difference caused by 
the error for it can be carried over to next 
year as extra cash, Despite the fact that the 
assessors went over the figures carefully and 
the state supervisor for this district examined 
them as carefully, the mistake was not dis 
covered until Wednesday. It involves an 
amount close to $9,000, 

According to tne ngures given out by the 
Board of Assessors and printed on the front 
page of the Townsman last week, the total 
expense that the town had to meet this year 
is $678,912.50, when it should be $670,066.14, 
a decrease of $8,846.36. 

This $8,846.36 was figured as an expendi- 
ture twice by the Board of Assessors, in- 
stead of once, as it should be, It represents 
the county assessment for two items to the 
Essex Sanatorium, one of $5,531.94 for 
maintenance, the other for $3,314.42 for 
construction, They total the $8,846.36. 

This sum, the source of the error in the 
computations by the assessors, was originally

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Tax Rate Mistake 


The inclusion of a sum amounting to 
nearly $9,000 twice among the expendi- 
tures in figuring the current tax rate for 
Andover is not such a serious mistake 
insofar as the town will be much 
money to the good at the end of the 
year. This will be true if the number of 
requests for abatements do not increase, 
but as matters stand now, many more 
townspeople than the assessors antici- 
pate will demand abatements on their 
taxes because the revaluation has gone 
into effect. The town fathers customarily 
make an allowance for abatements when 
they figure the tax rate, and although 
they grant many of them at the request 
of taxpayers, town finances still are in 
order. 

Yet it is probable that the number of 
requests for abatements will increase 
above the norm to such an extent, that 
when abatements on taxes are granted, 
it may be discovered that this $8,846.36 
extra paid to the Essex Sanatorium once 
but included as an expenditure twice 
(once under Town annual appropria- 
tions and the second time under County 
Assessments) will be eaten up by the 
decrease in taxes. Perhaps it was a 
fortuitous circumstance that caused the 
assessors to overlook this error, which, if 
figured, would probably have decreased 
the tax rate from $24.20 to $23.70, In 
view of anticipated requests for abate- 
ments it may prove just the sum that 
will keep the town finances on the right 
side of the ledger and prevent Andover 
from getting into the position of North 
Andover, which some years ago had to 
borrow money because its town fathers 
had made the tax rate too low, and could 


so 


not raise enough money to meet the 
town’s obligations. 
Those Bus Horns 
With noise abatement commissions 


established in the larger communities of 
this country in an attempt to eliminate 
the nerve-racking sounds that are sup- 
posed to be slowly but surely driving our 
country daft, it appears that something 
will have to be done along the same 
lines in Andover unless conditions im- 
prove and noises are curtailed. First we 
have the train whistles shrieking their 
way into our nervous systems, then 
occasionally the piercing hoots of the 
fire whistles, then the roar of automobile 
traflic, the squawk of radios, the raspings 
and “beep-beeps” of automobile horns, 
and now, the latest of all, to add to the 
raucous cacophony, the intense and 
always unexpected coarse blat of horns 
from the busses of the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Street Railway. The particular 
brand of jarring noise these horns are 
responsible for, in addition to scaring 
motorists on the road almost out of 
their wils, possess the uncanny faculty 
of ruining the sleep of Andover people in 
the vicinity of Main street during the 
later hours of the night and the early 
hours of the morning, since drivers on 
the busses deem it their right and privi- 
lege to blow the horns as their whims 
dictate, 

Of course, the drivers are not supposed 
to blow these horns as their tempera- 
ments prompt them, And of course they 
have been ordered not to do so by the 
company officials. But they do it just the 
same, informing the public of Andover 
each time these horns emit their blatant 


discordant warning, that “the public be 
hanged”, 

The Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway busses, the Townsman is given 
to understand, are also equipped with 
automobile horns which are standard in 
make and which do not sound the hor- 
rible notes the special horn does. But the 
drivers apparently have a distaste for the 
ordinary, and delight in inflicting upon 
the suffering public the unbearable 
blasts from the special horn, They are 
like children with a new toy. 

Equipped as they are with ordinary 
automobile horns, there is no necessity 
for bus drivers to aggravate citizens by 
sounding the distinctive signal. This 
matter has been called to the attention 
of the local manager of the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway, Mr. 
Chase, in Lawrence, and he expresses 
amazement that his drivers dare blow 
their special horns in Andover. He 
promises to eradicate the nuisance im- 
mediately but we await with some skep- 
ticism the results of his efforts, since the 
bus drivers are disregarding orders now 
anyway. Perhaps if people refuse to 
patronize the busses, the company and 
the drivers will learn that simply because 
a man is permitted to operate a public | 
conveyance, he is not privileged to add to 
the intricacies of life by blowing wild 
hoots in our community from a high- 
class but deep-throated automobile horn

Surely Andover has as 
many football enthusiasts as other towns 
yet year after year, while other towns 
and cities follow and cheer on their high 
school teams throughout the season, | 
Andover sits back and pays little or no! 
attention to the football players. To 
date, Punchard has won every game it} 
has played and is on the way to complete 
a viclorious season, so there is no excuse 
for not supporting the boys because they 
are no good. They are good, but because 
they are boys, how long does Andover 
think they will continue to partake of 
sports and play “heads-up” football 
when nobody takes an interest in what 
they are doing? 

It is time that Punchard’s team re- 
ceives some visible support from An- 
dover. ‘Tomorrow the people of this 
community may watch them at their 
home field play a team which is out to 
scalp Andover. Would it not be a good 
idea to attend the game and cheer the 
Punchard boys on? A football game 
without an interested and supporting 
grandstand is about as complete as a 
spice cake without the spices.

What Pruning 
Really Mean 


By R. E. Henderson 


The idea has prevailed that pruning shrubs 
consist only in cutting them as a hedge or 
in formal shapes. I believe this idea is fast 
becoming obsolete and that generally people 
prefer to see shrubs in their natural form. 

With the departure of the clipped shrub 
idea I hope that there will be a tendency not 
to cut shrubs heavily each year. Shrubs need 
little pruning except that necessary for 
vigor and appearanc e. 

The best way to prune shrubs is to grad 
ually renew the plant by cutting and thinning 
out the weak branches. This is done by cut 
ting back a few old stems each year. Some 
times where a shrub is too large for its situa 
tion it must be cut hard. If care is taken in the 
choice of shrubs this difficulty will be avoided 

The time to prune depends on the time the 
plant blooms. Early flowering plants bloom 
from buds on last year’s growth. In this 
group are Weeping Forsythia, Bridalwreath 
and lilaes. All plants in this group should be 
pruned immediately after they bloom 

With the other group that bloom late 
pruning can be done any time after the plant 
blooms and until growth starts in the spring 
Some of the plants in this group are the 


Hardy Hydrangea, Rose of Sharon and 
Anthony Waterer Spiraea 
Shrubs should not be pruned in late 


summer as pruning is inductive to new growth 
ind new growth in late summer will not 


| harden sufficiently to withstand the ravages 


of winter 

Where it is necessary to cut back shrubs 
heavily, there will be few blossoms the next 
year. It is well to cut the shrubs heavily 
enough so that they will not need pruning the 
following year, In this way one can avoid the 
loss of blossom for two years, 

Many times shrubs are used for screens and 
wind-breaks, This type of planting should be 
pruned for if it is neglected it will die out at 
the base and the very purpose of the screen

Health Notes 
By Epwarp O, Orts, M.D. 
“Well Known Facts That Aren’t True” 

Among the quaint sayings of Josh Billings 
is the following: ‘It ain’t the few things we 
don’t know that hurt us, but the many things 
we know that ain’t so.’’ And there is a great 
deal of truth in it. In the American Public 
Health News, issued by the American Public 
Health Association, there are a number of old 
superstitions mentioned which are still be- 
lieved even by intelligent people. Here are 
some of them: Dye from stockings is often 
blamed for blood poisoning, and scratches 
from rusty nails are considered especially 
dangerous. It is only because the dirt which 
carnes the germs of disease can come easily 
from stockings, and can stick in greater 
numbers to a rusty nail, that these two things 
are to be feared. Whenever there is a blister 
or a wound of the foot, one should therefore 
see that the wound is thoroughly washed by 
boiled water and apply iodine so that it can- 
not be infected by germs from the dirt on the 
stockings or the rusty nail. 

Another superstition is that oysters are not 
to be eaten in the warmer months of the year 
in which there is no “ R’’. As a matter of fact, 
oysters are just as wholesome at this time of 
the year as any other, if they are kept fresh, 
which can now be done by our modern re- 
frigeration. Still another old saying is: 
“ Feed a cold and starve a fever.”’ As a matter 
of fact, the safest practice in all cases of ill- 
ness, colds included, especially at first, is to 
give but little solid food; for all acute dis- 
eases impair the digestion and simple and 
easily digested food is the safest kind of 
nourishment under these conditions. Again 
it is a common belief that lemon juice is a 
cure for freckles, whereas, freckles are located 
in a deep layer of the skin and consequently 
cannot be removed by simply applying lemon 
juice to the skin surface. 

Another old axiom is that “running water 
purifies itself.” As a matter of fact, in still 
water solid particles which may carry the 
ger ms of disease settle to the bottcm, where- 
as running water stirs up these particles 
which may carry pollution for a long time. 
The only safe practice is not to drink water 
from unknown sources, or if this cannot be 
avoided, to have the water boiled. 


It is quite generally believed that the mind 
or body of a child can be affected by the 
mother’s mental impressions before its birth. 
There is no scientific evidence that that is a 
fact, nor is there any evidence or danger of 
causing birth marks or malformation from 
sudden fright or fear. 

Even now some people believe that the eye 
ball can be removed from its socket and 


“scraped” and returned to its socket again 
without destroying the sight. This, of course, 
is impossible. It is a common belief in many 
families that children must go through a 
series of so-called children’s diseases. If only 
careful precautions are taken to keep them

It was once thought desirable to keepa 
storage room for eggs as dry as possible to 
prevent mold from forming on ure sielt, Ov 


recent investigations show that a fairly high 
humidity is desirable. If the humidity is too 
low, the dry air absorbs moisture from the 
eggs, resulting in enlarged air cells and de 
terioration. 

The most popular container for honey is 
the 2 1-2 pound tin pail, according to a U.S 
Department of Agriculture survey of the 
retail stores selling honey in the New York 
metropolitan area, The one-pound tin can 
was second in popularity and the 14-ounce 
glass jar was third. More than half of the 
quantity sold was packed in these three kinds 
of containers. Honey in glass costs the con 
sumer from 10 to 15 cents more a pound than 
it does in tin containers of the same capacity 

Few flowers make so lavish a show for 9 
small an effort in growing them as irises. If 
planted in a border, irises sho ild be spaced 
so they can develop into clumps strong 
enough to carry 8 to 10 stalks of bloom, Do 
not let plants surrounding them grow over 
them after their flowering season. Shade over 
the iris rhizomes prevents the proper ripening 
of the plant and so curtails the bloom the nett 
year, The flower buds for the next season art 
formed in late summer or early autumn aod 
it is best to divide and transplant 
before or after this time.

Wide cracks may form or mort 
joints open up through which sparks a 
pass, Sparks are particularly dangerous if 
cracks are below the roof, Cracks and lo 
joints should be filled with cement mort 
If the chimney is badly cracked or if 
bricks are eaten away, tear down the bit 
work to solid construction and rebuil !t 
with hard-burned brick laid in cement mo! 
tar. Cracks may be located in a chimney bY 
building a smudge fire in the furnace or iit 
place and covering the chimney with a boat 
or wet sack so as to cause the smoke to

| Some of the old-time “Stop, Look and 
Listen” signs are still to be seen where 
modern highways and railroads cross. The 
locomotive still gives its signal. And motor- 
ists drive onto the tracks in front of the rush- 
ing trains and are killed, Not only do the 
“Stop, Look and Listen” warnings and the 
blasts of the whistle fail to save them, but 
they run by red lights and bells, and even 
crash through lowered gates 

Now the railroads are trying to make the 
whistle speak its caution in still more em 
phatic manner. The four blasts are retained, 
but they are so spaced that in effect they 
become four separate warnings. The first 
long blast is given when the locomotive is 
1320 feet from the crossing; the second, when 
half the distance to it has been passed, and 
then the third and fourth, the last ending ‘‘as 
the pilot of the locomotive reaches the cross 
ing.” It may thus serve as the death knell for 
the motorist who gets there at the same 
moment. The Boston & Maine Railroad 
announces that it has adopted this system 
which is the standard warning of the Ameri- 
can Railway association. 

This change in the time of whistling on the

| railroad may effect a shortening of the death 


lists at the grade crossings. It is to be hoped 
that such will be the case. As long as there 
are grade crossings, the railroads are whistling 
on the right track when they seek to make 
their warnings clearer, They may yet go 
farther and provide for a continuous and ear- 
splitting clamor as the train nears the cross 

ing, a shriek like that of a lost soul outdoing 
the shrill cries of the fire pump and the 
ambulance as they tear through city streets. 
But under any conditions grade crossings are 
places of danger. When mention is made of 
the deaths they cause, it is natural to throw 
the emphasis upon the speed maniacs and 
other reckless drivers. The fact remains, 
however, that not all the victims are so to be 
classified. The lives of a good many ordinarily 
prudent drivers have been ended at these 
death traps. To paraphrase a famous remark 
about the Indian, it may be said, even with a 
new kind of whistling, that the only good 
grade crossing is the grade crossing that is 
eliminated. 


In applying paradichlorobenzene to peach

Japanese Beetle Disinfection Modified 
Lee A. Strong, Chief of the Plant Quaran- 
tine and Control Administration, has issued 
an order advancing from October 1 to Sep- 
tember 20 the date on which nurseries using 
the lead arsenate method of preventing soil 
infestation with Japanese beetle larvae may 
start plant shipment in the fall. Heretofore 
the regulations have provided October 1 as 
the earliest date for the removal from treated 
soil of plants intended for shipment. Under | 
the new order, where the plot in which the 
plants were growing has been treated two or 
more successive seasons, the owner will be 
allowed to begin lifting plants on September 
20. 
In the same order, the date on which lead 
arsenate treatment must have been com- 
pleted is advanced from August 1 to July 1, 
in order to make sure that there will be 
sufficient time for killing the larvae in the 
soil. 
The material used for this treatment is 
powdered lead arsenate in the proportion of 
1500 pounds to the acre. The directions for 
application are given in circular PQCA-322, 
ssued by the Plant Quarantine and Control 
Administration of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, on August 17, 1931 


Cover Crops and Frost 

Some fruit growers believe that a cover 
crop in an orchard increases the danger of 
injury from frost, and other growers believe 
the opposite. Careful investigation by the 
U. S. Weather Bureau in citrus groves in 
southern California has shown that while a 
cover crop lowers the temperature, the 
decrease is very slight, amounting on an 
average to about 0.5° F. at a height of five 
feet above the ground and 1.3° F, at ten 
iiches. On nights when the temperature 
barely reaches the danger point in clean 
cultivated groves, the lower temperature 
with cover crops may cause the loss of some 
fruit within three feet of the ground, but the | 
fruit in the upper part of the tree is not likely | 
to be affected, Cover crops in mature de- | 
ciduous orchards probably have little or no 
effect on the frost hazard, says the bureau, 
since the lower branches of the trees are | 
usually five feet or more above the ground 


Concrete Repairs | 
To do a good repair job on concrete walks | 
or floors, tirst trim away the old concrete 
until sound material is reached, or deep 
enough to allow for at least one inch of new 
concrete. Keep the edges of the adjacent 
good concrete nearly vertical, Soak the old 
concrete with water, remove the excess 
water, and give it a coat of grout--a mixture 
of cement and water having the consistency 
of cream. While this is still moist, apply and 
ram the new concrete. After letting it stand 
for five to twenty minutes, ram it again to | 
reduce later shrinkage. Work the surface | 
with a wooden float, taking care to make a 
good finish at the edges of the patch. The | 
new concrete should be covered and kept 
moist for several days. A pavement that has 
worn smooth can be roughened by picking 
the surface with a sharp tool. If earth has 
been removed beneath paving, do not replace 
the paving until the back fill has settled and 
has been rammed

Moscow Safest City? 

While Moscow has no art museum to rival 
the Hermitage, it is well sprinkled with 
smaller museums, including some of the best 
collections of modern painters to be found 
anywhere.

We 
strolled around through narrow streets, dark 
archways and places that in most cities would 
have been decidedly nerve-wracking, at hours 
between midnight and three a.m., and met 
nobody but quiet citizens going about their 
business, coming home from clubs or the 
theatre or visits.

Another strong reason for not sacrificing 
good railroad securities now is the probability 
of reduction in railroad wages. Even though 
the Interstate Commerce Commission should 
not grant an increase in freight rates, operat 
ing expenses will be reduced by a wage 
reduction. Thus far railroad labor has not 
taken wage cuts. Hence, with living costs 
down 12 to 15 per cent below 1929, the pur 
chasing power of railroad workers is greater 


Railroad labor can, therefore, absorb a 
wage cut without distress. Under existing

Even assuming that the wage reduction does 
not occur until the early part of 1932 the 
mere fact that it is inevitable should tend to 
restore confidence in railroad credit and 
securities. 

From the standpoint of the railroads, the 
workers, business, and the nation’s welfare, it 
is far better to afford relief to the roads 
through a moderate wage reduction than it is 
to increase freight rates and thereby lay a 
heavy burden on the farmers, manufacturers, 
and business. Certainly with cotton at 6 cents 
a pound, and with wheat at 45 cents a bushel, 
the farmer would give up all hope, if a further 
burden of freight rates were piled upon him. 
There is no economic justification for in-

When warts are numerous and 
cover large areas of the animal's body. it may 
be necessary for a veterinarian to give intern- 
al treatment. Warts on cattle are infectious. 
To prevent them from spreading from animal 
to animal, remove warty cattle—especially 
calves and yearlings—from the herd, and 
clean and disinfect exposed stables, pens, 
chutes and other equipment. Rubbing posts 
should receive special attention when warty | 
cattle have rubbed against them.

The purpose of putting them in these areas 
was to create a supply in the regions where 
the birds are scarce in the hope that they 
might multiply enough to permit quail shoot- 
ing in those sections as the flocks increase in 
the future. In the southern counties where 
quail has an open season, reports have come 
that they are fa‘rly plentiful, due mainly, 
observers state, to the mildness of the past 
few winters.
